The bill creates the Division of Civil Protections and Rights in the Department of Law (DOL).

Assessment of No Fiscal Impact

Under current law, the DOL has statutory responsibilities to address various civil rights violations
and to implement civil protections for Colorado residents. Recent legislation adopted by the General
Assembly has increased the responsibilities of the DOL with respect to protecting civil rights,
including investigating violations by governmental authorities, protecting civil rights for workers,
and enforcing fair housing laws. This bill codifies these responsibilities and recent funding in a new
division. As the bill is codifying existing law and practices, the bill will have no impact on the DOL’s
expenditures or revenue, and is assessed as having no fiscal impact.

Effective Date

The bill takes effect 90 days following adjournment of the General Assembly sine die, assuming no
referendum petition is filed.
